ETTER TO ARNOLD BCFFUM, KAOLESWOOD, NEW JERSKt

It is so long* a time, until very recently, since I have

He gave the book 
to his preacher, the Rev. Jacob Coon. He read it also, 
and was converted. But his conversion was not a 
regeneration. After one or two battles right bravely 
fought, he has gone back to the flesh-pots of Egypt, ’ 
is at this moment luxuriating on the leeks and oni 
there “ the same old coon.”

ing, servile competition. Freedom is its native air.

-.Oort is gone. Free labour and wave labour arc incoirt- 
itible institutions ; one or the other must doinioute aud 
mist, its rival.

MR. BLAIR’S PLAN OF EMANCIPATION.

A srscTACLB might have been witnessed in Congress 

ou Thursday hm (Jan. 14) whidrnas not been paralleled 

in this generation. The representative of a slave State 
(Francis P. Blair, Jr. of St. Louis), elected as tbe avowed 
friend of emancipation by tbe most wealthy, slavehoiding 
constituency in the country, rose in his seat to denounce 
slave labour os enfeebling, exhausting aod demoralizing, 
and to beg the govc-rnmeal to assist in providing an asyinm 
in Central America for the freed negro, as preliminary to a 
general scheme of emancipation. Such was substantially 
the scope and purpose of tbe first speech made in Congress 
by the new representative from the city of St. Lonis. Mr. 
Blair, onr readers will remember, was elected to Congress 
os the leader of tbe emancipation movement in Missouri, 
aud has been for years past an unrelenting foe to the 
extension of slavery in the Territor*a. He was sent to 
Washington to do what he coaid towards maturing some 
scheme by which bis own State, and such others as were 
similarly disposed, might remove the most serious obstacle 
to the substitution of free for slave labour, and attract 
foreign emigration. The first step in such a movement, of 
course, is to get rid of the slaves, for the better class of 
operatives will shun a country where labour is mainly 
performed by a degraded caste. But then rises tbe ques¬ 
tion : Suppose we raise money and purchase their free¬ 
dom, wbat shall we do then? It is impossible to set 
several hundred thousand idle, ignorant negroes at large 
amoug ns, without trades, without thrifty habits, indis¬ 
posed to labour, aDd from their necessities aod dependence 
under constant temptation to steal. It wonld be destruc¬ 
tion to them and to us, and, unless some Bailable pro¬ 
vision can be made for them, emancipation in Missouri, 
and perhaps in all the other slave Stales, is for tbo pre¬ 
sent, ami for an indefinite number of years to come, 
utterly impracticable. How, then, is emancipation to be 
made practicable ? In otlier words, wbat provision can 
and ought to be made for the negro when restored to the 
rights, without tbe capacities, of manhood? It was to 
nnswer this question that Mr. Bluff's speech was mainly 
devoted; and the proposal of Gen. Quitman to modify 
the Neutrality laws, as he believed, and ns we believe, for 
the purpose of increasing tbe facilities, or at least of 
diminishing tbe obstacles to plnnliug slavery in Central 
America and the West India islands, furnished him with 
the occasion. He is opposed to extending slavery any¬ 
where, and thinks, with Mr. Thayer, that the surest way 
of preventing its extension to the tropics is by preoccu¬ 
pying the ground with free labour. Tbe free negroes, 
und those to be freed, are just the persons to be seut as 
pioneers in such a colonization. While, as a class, they 
are worse than useless here in the United States, there 
they woulAbe of incalculable benefit both to tbe country 
and to tbe white emigrant, who, without acclimatioD, 
would be unfitted for tbe toil to which the negro seems 
physically adapted by nature. They wonld there fiod, 
too, a climate and soil which do not furnish the improvi¬ 
dent and unthrifty with long winters and reluctant crops. 
They would always have enough to sustain life in any 
purtot'Central America, however ignorant or idle they 
might be, without resorting to theft, while their snperior 
capacity to endure labour ro hot climates would give them 
ut least one important advantage in the competition with 
the white emigrant, which they do not possess in aDy of 
tbe free States of this Confederacy. 

Mr. Bluir proposes that ns fast as tho slaves 
cipated they should bo colonized in some part of Central 
America—emigration being, we presume, a condition of 
emancipation —uud that they be protected there io tbc 
enjoyment of republican institutions by our government. 
He shows that the more far-sighted Americuo statesmen 
have always looked to some such provision as this for tbe 
gradual emancipation of tbe slaves of the United States, 
aud the time for such a movement is now, he thinks, 
eminently propitious. 

Mr. Blair’s speech is evidently the fruit of much reflec¬ 
tion, and has the advantage over most propositions for tbe 
amelioration of the blacks, that it comes from ooe who 
Ima spot all bis life in the slave States and Territories; 
who is, we presume, slaveholder; who represents,as we 
have already said, perhaps the wealthiest slavebolding 
constituency in the country, and wbo, therefore, may be 
presumed not only to understand the subject which he 
discusses very thoroughly, but wbo speaks and acts under 
a responsibility which weighs upon no citizen of a free 
State. Such a speech from such a quarter marks an era 
iu the history of this Republic; aDd whether tbe remedy 
be proposes for what, if Providence did not order all 
tilings wisely, we should consider its great misfortune, be 
thu true one or Dot, it is certain to give a prominence to 
that misfortune which will go on increasing until tbe true 
remedy is found.

Tbat is 
the way he backs his friends; for he went on, after hav¬ 
ing made this avowal, to claim peculiar consideration 
from Southern gentlemen, and intimated that he might 
speak a little more freely, having previously endorsed 
them so highly as this. Well, sir, when all Christendom 
was on one side, and the Democracy of the North on the

experiment of freedom in the West Indies a failure must 
take the trouble to reconcile these conflicting phenomena 
before they can expect the worid to accept their conclu- 
as final; and they mast do mneh more than this, 
a careful comparison of the trade of the various 
West Indian Islands with this country, for instance, at 
different periods, before and since the passage of the 
emancipation act of 1830 by England, we find ourselves 
confronted by some curious results. During the ten years 
of slavery which preceded 1830, the valne of onr trade 
with tbe British West Indira, both in exports and im¬ 
ports, was, in round numbers, §20,500.000. Daring the 
™ years of freedom which preceded 1850, the same trade 
1 risen to 840,000,000, being an increase of 100 per 
f. in 20 rears. Our trade with the Dutch West 
Indira, for the same epochs (these Islands having eDjoyed 
tbe “ advantages ” of slavery daring the whole time), stood 
as follows;

equivalent, that is, to a decrease of about 90 per ant. 
Nor is this all. Tbe increase of our trade with the 
British West Indira was mainlyan increase in onr exports 
to these Islands, which wonld seem to indicate a corre¬ 
sponding increase io the consuming ability of the Islands, 
while tbe heaviest falling off in our trade with the slave- 
holding Dutch Islands is found in their exports to ns, and 
would seem, therefore, to indicate a decrease of tbat pro¬ 
ductive power which the “ partisans of slavery ” rely upon 
their system to ffuore and faster. 

The actual development of the slavebolding Spanish 
West Indies, and particularly of Cuba, as compared with 
the British Islands, is also a matter worth looking into. • 
In the ten years, 1820-’30, onr trade with Cuba amounted 
to $120,000,000, six times the value, that is, of onr co- 
temporaneous trade with tbe then slavebolding West 
Indies. In the decade, 1840-’5O, onr trade with Coba 
had risen to $150,000,000, rather more than three times 
tbe value of onr coteoiporaneons trade with the emanci¬ 
pated Islands. So that, il there be any faith in figures, 
our intercourse with the free Islands is increasing just 
about twice as rapidly as our intercourse with the slave 
interests of the Carribbean Sea. 

Tbe truth is, and we beg to commend this consideration 
very earnestly to tbe attention ol such Southern men as 
are disposed to believe tbat the North is not animated 
with a frantic desire to root up and utterly destroy tbe 
whole fabric of Southern prosperity—the troth is, that 
the economical questions connected with the discussion of 
slavery are bntjiist beginning to be handled with serious¬ 
ness aud accuracy. The political leaders of the South, 
for the most part, neither know nor care one straw about 
the facta of tbe case. They have seized upon the popular 
theory of an auti-slavery crusade against Southern rights 
and Southern honours, and they are madly lashing up the 
Southern pnblic to a state of mind which, if it supervened 
upoD an individual, wonld be pretty sure to consign his 
property into the keeping of a Court of Chancery. Such 
a thing as a fair examination of tbe social and economical 
tendencies of the institution of sluveiy seems to have be¬ 
come impossible anywhere south of Mason aDd Dixon’s 
line, and we have little doubt that the calm, clear and 
courageous speech, upon this subject, which has just been 
delivered io the House of Representatives by Mr. Blair, 
of St. Louis, will procure for that gentleman the honours 
of newspaper martyrdom from the Atlautic to the Gulf. 
When a petulant (ling ut Exeter Hall, id a London jour¬ 
nal, is caught at as a proof that “ England and Franco 
are about to establish slavery,” by so respectable a news¬ 
paper as the Richmond Enquirer, it is to be expected 
that a proposition to deal with the problem of a danger- - 
ous over-jKjpulation of slaves should stamp its author os 
a “ rabid Abolitionist.” If we could see any signs of n 
disposition on the part of those most interested to study 
the phenomena of slavery and free labour without brand¬ 
ing every antagonist of slavery as a fanatic aud on incen¬ 
diary, wc should be more hopeful than we can now per¬ 
mit ourselves to be of a speedy adjustment of tbe relations 
which ought to unite, bnt do, unhappily, divide, the two 
great factions of the Confederacy.

Os the 19th December, the London Times published 
2 leading article ou the feasibility and propriety of sup¬ 
plying tbe British West Indies with free emigrant labour 
from " the East Indies, or tbe Coast of Africa, io the 
course of which the philanthropists of Exeter Hall were 
somewhat tartly taken to task for the alleged disastrous 
results of their experiment of emancipation upon the 
prosperity of the British Antilles. Declamation is a 
dangerous luxury for journalists as well as for statesmen, 
and the passion of sonorous periods betrayed the writer 
iu the Times into some extravagances of assertion in 
regard to the actual proclivity of the public mind of 
England, which were naturally followed in the issue of 
the 20lb by the autidote of a second leader, retracting 
the most incautious propositions of the first, and dwelling 
with a more conspicuous emphasis upon the opportunity 
afforded by the condition of tbe British West Indian 
colonies for a successful demonstration that “ the culture 
of tbe tropics by free labour is not tbe impossibility 
which the partisans of slavery represent.” Powerful as 
is tbe position of the London Times, and keen as are the 
temptations which tbe possession of all power holds out 
to the indulgence of independent whims aud the utterance 
of inconsiderate opinions, yet tbe popular feeling and the 
cultivated conviction of England are far too nnanimoosly 
committed against the whole scheme of human bondage 
to make it at all safe for any one who aspires to reach the 
national ear to trifle with the British sentiments upon 
that gnbject. If England forbears to echo the decisive 
declaration of the Paris Siecle, “ that tbe support of 
slavery has annihilated the moral influence of the United 
States in the world,” it is only because England is, on 
the whole, better informed than France of the actual con¬ 
dition of pnblic feeling in this country, and of the great 
—- now pending between the advocates of Ameriean- 
a the one hand, and of serfdom on tbe other—be- 
the friends of freedom and the Union and tbe rabid 
enthusiasts of disunion and of slavery. 

But while the London Times hastens to set itself right 
on the abstract question of the relations of labour with

REV. DUDLEY TYNG OF PHILADELPHIA.

We have read with pleasure un article in The A.nii- 
Slavkrv Standard, of New York, giving an account of 
recently delivered by tbe Episcopal clergyman 
ne stands at tbe head of this article. Mr. Tyng 
has tbe right kind of parentage so fur os brain and heart 
are concerned; for he is the sod of Dr. Stephen H. Tyng 
of New York, who, if he was only emancipated entirely 
from the bondage of conservatism, would do yeomau’s 
"rvicc in the great battle of freedom. We have no 
>pes, however, of a man over forty-five years of age ever 
ilistiug in the sacred cause, unless by u kind of miracu¬ 
lous interposition, which can scarcely be looked for in onr 
day. Dudley Tyng is a young mao, anti his courage in 
advocating the cause of ooti-slavery in the city of his 
residence cannot be duly appreciated by thoso ut a dis¬ 
tance. Philadelphia is the centre of Northern hunkerism. 
The religious iuliueuce here is, in the main, in deadly 
loathing and hostility to the cause of the slave. While 
the city is full of noble monumeuts of mercy to miserable 
whites, iu the shape of hospitals and asylums, it has few 
or no evidences of kiudly feeling to black humanity. It 
is a city of merchants who trade with tbe South, aud tbe 
love of gain has eaten out ull sympathy with the wretched 
slaves. Dudley Tyng has made, therefore, immense sacri¬ 
fices iu taking his present stand. He has lost caste, 
which is as burd for an American Episcopalian to bear 
as it is for a Brahmin. The Standard says tbat at the 
coDclosion of his discourse be announced the fact that 
“ friends of his, of the highest standing, knowing the 
character of tbe sermon be designed to preach, had come 
to him and implored him to give up bis purpose. But 
this very fact bad confirmed him in bis intention—painful 
us it was to oppose his friends—for it showed him how 
all-pervading was the power of slavery, when such people, 
for such reasons, would so earnestly beg him to abstain 
from so plain a duty.” 

This reminds us of the course of Lather when sum¬ 
moned by the powers, civil and ecclesiastical, to go to 
Worms, to defend the Protestant faith before that august 
assembly. His friends gathered around him, and with 
tears besought him not to go, reminding him tbat 
although be bad a “ rate conduct,” so bad John Hose and 
Jerome of Pragoe! But the lion-hearted reformer 
answered, “ I must and will go, if there were as many 
devils in the road as there are tiles upon the bouses.” 
He went, and by his defeoce laid tbe whole worid under 
eternal obligations to him.

The President has a Message ready, Justifying his sup¬ 
port of Lecompton against lbs adverse majority of the 
4ih Inst., which will bo sent In whenever opportunity 
offers The Constitution does not necessarily go through 
him to Congress, but may take that direction designedly, 
for the object stated. 

After eight months’ absence, Mr. Stanton (lata Secre¬ 
tary and acting Governor of Kansas) bos returned to 
Washington, a wiser man for having seen with his own 
eyes the attempt to force slavery upen Kansas against 
the sentiment and feeling of the greut body of the people. 
Mr. eunion proclaims that the election frauds were open 
and fiagrant, and that the whole Pro Sl.ivery vole, with 
the aid of its allies, does not exceed three thousand, 
while that of the Free State party is fully fifteen thou¬ 
sand. In stopping at Weston and other points, old and 
respectable citizens informed him that the young men 
(armed regular parties, got up oonveyaucea, and then 
vent from poll to poll, voting wherever and as often as 
they pleased. This fact was notorious and Dot disguised. 
Bet it was not denounced, os it should have been, for fear 
of provoking collisions and bloodshed. Still, the effect 
of th* lawless proceedings was manifested upon the more 
conservative elaveholding popnlation, who were moving 
sway, and, according to Mr. Stanton’s view, the result 
weald be to make Missouri a free State, as a consequence 
of Uie a-tempt to impose slavery on Kansas.

It seems almost unaccountable that a man whose ruin 1 
had been so strikingly illuminated as to the wickedness 
slavery, and who bad been strengthened to obey the 
heavenly monition by giving freedom to his own slaves, I 
could have failed, when he became a minister, to com- ’ 
others the glorious doctrine which he had time 
beautifully exemplified. But in becoming a minister, he 
learned to temper his honest zeal for freedom with that 
“ Christian expediency ” which the writer of the article 
before ns so warmly commends, and which made him I 
willing, for the sake of gaining the influence of slave¬ 
holders to upbuild the Methodist Church, to enter into a 
compromise with oppression, to forbear, in his pnblic 
ministrations, to plead the canse of the oppressed. He 
attempted to satisfy his conscience by talking against 
slavery “ ^ a private way,” bat that was of little avail 
so long as, in his public and official capacity, he threw 
the mantle of Christianity over the hateful system. If J 
slavery was a sin of so tittle conseqnenoe as 
to religious communion, why should the slaveholders 
give heed to wbat he said to them in bis private inter¬ 
course ! Surely wa need not be surprised at Mr. Shrews¬ 
bury’s ruri** confession, that “it doe* not appear” that 
Mr. Garretaon (after adopting this compromising policy) 

“ bad any considerable success iu promoting the cause of j 
freedom.” He might have added that success, upon such 
principles, in any good cause, is an impossibility. 

Dr. Coke, however, took a different coarse. After 
attending the Conference at Baltimore in 1T84, he went 
South.

He 
found in the actual life of Burr certain attributes and cir-1 
cumslauces, and, adding to these certain others which bis I 
warmth so easily supplied, and which, when supplied, 
made so complete a picture, be sees io this hero of bis own 
creation a man of great mental and moral proportions, 
the sport of fate, modest in prosperity, magnificent In 
misfortune, to whom the world and history owe atone¬ 
ment for an unjust judgment that cries to Heaven to be 
revenged. 

With euoh a faith, not merely avowed, but, as every 
page of the book gives evidence, most sincerely and 
heartily believed in, and warmly and ably advocated, Mr. 
Parton gives his readers a story of most absorbing inte¬ 
rest. With some curtailing of Its middle chapters, with 
some not very important and very obvious changes, and 
with a little more working up, the book might very easily 
be mode into au exceedingly entertaining two volume 
noveL 

And yet there will be little disposition to blame Mr. 
Parton for this confounding of the boundaries between 
fact and fiction, when it is seen that by mental constitu¬ 
tion he is necessarily a thorough partisan. He throws 
himself so completely into the life of bis subject, identi¬ 
fies himself so entirely with Us motive and action, that he 
power of being a calm aud impartial judge. 
This Boswellian quality in a biographer is all fpr the 
reader’s advantage, as hit judgment need not be influ¬ 
enced while he is secure of enthusiasm and intensity on 
the part of the antbor. But the marvel in this case is, 
that Mr. Parton should so honestly and conscientiously 
lay before us all the evidence which must inevitably lead 
the carefnl reader to a verdict directly the opposite of hia | 
own ; and secondly, how, after sifting so thoroughly and 
carefully that evidence, be could so allow bis imagination 
utterly blind and warp hia judgment. It is curious to I 
te all through the book the many acts in the life of 
Burr which the candonr of the biographer compels him 
to acknowledge were the acts of neither an honourable, an 
honest nor a bi|h-minded man, and yet to observe bow 
utterly he ignores these very evidences of a worthless 
character when he feels called upon to speak in general 
terms of eulogium, or reassert bis conviction that bis sub¬ 
ject was possessed of a multitude of virtues, aud has beeu 
frightfully traduced. 

The condemnation of Aaron Burr by his contempora- j 
ries, and the generation that succeeded them, has been 
unanimous aud unequivocaj. The reversal of this verdict 
not the only purpose of Mr. Partou’s book. It aims also 
do two other things; partly, perhaps, for the sake of I 
doing these two things, and partly because till one at 
least of them is done, the other and main thing 
be accomplished. These are to show that the old Federal 
party was all that its worn enemies ever asserted of it, 
and that its distinguished leader, Alexander Hamilton, 
was neither a great nor a good man. The Federalists, 
indeed, may have been honest and patriotic men, and 
Aaron Barr still not have been a dangerous and pernicious ] 
character; bat till it be shown that Hamilton was totally 
undeserving of the love and reverence of his countrymen, 
it will be impossible to reverse their verdict upon 
character of his murderer. 

That Burr was a brave and brilliant soldier, an accom¬ 
plished and successful, thoagh not great, lawyer, and an 
able politician, may be readily granted, as amply proved 
in Mr. Par ton’s ioteresting story of his earlier days- 
That he was a man of indomitable cheerfulness, of iron 
will, and of unbending courage, whom no misfortune 
could conquer, and no immiliation depress, is just as evi¬ 
dent from the history of the latter half of his life, from I 
the time when, after his trial for treason, he was put, 
under a feigned name, on board a vessel bound for Europe, 
where be endured for many months almost the extremity 
of penury, till, a quarter of a century later, he died, 
almost friendless and alone, in a way-side tavern 
Staten Island. And it is to these portions of his career 
that about five hundred of the seven hundred pages of 
the “Life” are devoted. The self-willed, bead-strong 
boy, early left an orphan, runs away from hia home, and, 
when found, makes terna from the mast-head of a ship 
with his puritanic ancle, who pursues him, ere he will con¬ 
sent to return to his home and bis studies. Tne brilliant 
young man, burning with revolutionary zeal, marches a 
volunteer on the chivalric expedition against Quebec, 
under Arnold, and, when the unsuccessful attack is made, 
bears away upon bis shoulders, amid a shower of bullets, 
the body of Montgomery. The gallant aid-de-camp of the 
Commander-in-Chief delivers, by his bravery and address, 
regiments from destruction when encompassed by tbe) 
enemy. The accomplished soldier reduces raw and disor¬ 
derly troops to order and discipline, and becomes the 
civil and military protector of a large district of country, 
varying his severe duties by an occasional visit, between 
sunset and sunrise, in a journey, beset with danger, 
the lady of his love. And so he serves through nearly 
the whole Revolutionary war, till his health is broken by 
exposure, doing the State good service, and delighting in 
nothing so muohas the most dangerous enterprises, where 
coolness, and courage, and promptitude were most re¬ 
quired.

J. Shrewsbury, England, is valuable histori¬ 
cally, but marred by a compromising spirit. It exalt* | 
wisdom of the early Methodist preachers in admitliog 
both slaveholders and slaves to the Chnroh, ai 

tiling slavery openly I It is even claimed that this 
coarse of proceeding, which threw the mantle of Chris- 
tianity over alavery for the time being, actually prepared 
way for emancipation in the West ladies! We shall 
believe in the sincerity of the men who utter such arrant 
i this vrhcu we see them applying the logic to 
other than popular sins ; when, for Instance, we find them 
admitting common thieves, robbers, counterfeiters and 
swindlers to their communion on the same terms with the 
victims of their villany, in order, by bringing them under 
tbe influence of the gospel, to prepare them for the aban- 
donment of their crimes! We know not why tbe “ 
aU villanies ” shonld be treated with a leniency that, by 
common consent, is never shown to tbe particular sins of | 
which that sum is composed. 

Mr. Shrewsbury refers incidentally to the course pur¬ 
sued in respect to slavery by the missionaries who intro¬ 
duced Methodism to this country, and commends them for 
their “ discrimination ” and “prudence” in not attack¬ 
ing slavery openly as a sin, and in admitting slaveholders 
to the Ctmrch. The poliey which has made the Methodist 
Church in this counlry a slaveholding Church, and thus 
given the influence of her powerful example in support of I 
the atrocious and bloody alave system, is held up to our 
admiration as illustrating tbe paramount devotion of the 
early Methodist preachers to the spiritual welfare of those 
to whom they were sent! Seeking the eternal salvation 
of master and slave alike, they did not jeopard their suc¬ 
cess by rebuking tbe former for the sin which the founder 
of Methodism declared to be the “ sum ” of aU others 11 
Tbe preachers of that early time, when the subject of 
slavery was not well understood, have claims upon 
charity which are not possessed by those who, at this day, | 
with tbe bitter fruits of their compromising policy all 
around them, yet commend their mistaken, if not crimi¬ 
nal, example as worthy of our imitation. 

It i3 manifest to ns that the article under review 
written to strengthen the hands of those American Metho¬ 
dists wbo are resisting the movement for the extirpation 
of slavery from their Church. The writer is one of that 
olass of ministers who believe that it is quite possible to 
serve the Lord in such a way as not to offend the devil. 

Hear him: 

n it requires, however, prudence of the highest kind 
the pan of those who preach the word of life in a slave 
region, so to observe the exact line of dnty, as neither *» I 
compromise tbe principles of the gospel on the one ban 
nor, on the other hand, so to intermeddle with the civil | 
state of society as to exasperate evil passions and preju¬ 
dices, and thereby neutralize, or even nullify, the great 
spiritual objects of their mission. There is a Christian 
expediency which is wise and right, as well as a worldly 
expediency which is unprincipled and wrong,” 

The writer “elucidates” the distinction between these 
two sorts of expediency by the example of two eminent 
preachers, one of whom never introdnoed the subject of) 
slavery in his pulpit ministrations, but contented himseh 
inculcating the doctrine of freedom in a private 
way,” while the other, “ not content with opposing it in 
the manly, yet safe and prudent way ” adopted by the first, 
openly preached against it in his public ministry.’ 

The first of these preachers was Freeborn Garretson, of 
Maryland, who, upon his conversion, “ received a convic- 
immediateiy from God that his connection with 
slavery ought to be, without delay, relinquished," 
wbo promptly obeyed the divine monition. This

“ One Sabbath morning, I continued reading the Bible 
till eight o’clock, and then, under a sense of duty, called 
the family together for prayer. While I was giving of 
a hymn this thought powerfully struck my mind : It 
not right for you to keep your lellow-creatures in bom 
age.
